WASHINGTON, Nov.. 23.—The senate 


has agreed to vote-on the Cuban bill on 


.December 10. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23,-Whilc no 


proposition has been, transmitted to the 
house of representatives from the sen- 
«t.c looting to an early adjournment of 
the extra session Of congress, Ibis mat- 
ter was the subject of several conferen- 
ces today between loaders of. the house 
and Sna-tor Cannon. There was but one 
sentiment expressed and that was that 
adjournment- ought not to be taken un- 
til the Cuban measure was finally dis- 
iioscd of or extra sesion lapsed into 
the regular session. With this view of 
the case, the- tentative program of the 
house will be to adjourn for three days 
«t a time. It is well known that there 
is not a quorum1 of the bouse at pres- 
ent in Washington and should the point 
of '-No quorum" be raised at any ses- 
sion of the house, adjournment could 
only be made for a single day under the 
rules. 


INFLECTION OX PRESIDENT. 


There is some criticism expressed by 


house leaders regarding the published, 
program of the senate to take a vote on 
the Cuban bill December 10 and adjourn 
the present session within a few days. 
Such" action is declared to be a reflection 
(in the president who assembled congress 
in extra session and emphasized tlie ne- 
cessity of immediate action on the Cu- 
ban measure. 
The house occupied but 


nine days of the session in taking action 
and members of tin; house can see no 
reason why the senate which has rnti- 
iied the Cuban treaty by a two-thirds 
vote, after thoroughly discussing that 
compact, should nut off Hie passage of 
the bill making that treaty effective un- 
til Die middle of next month.

ANNEXATION OF CUBA. 


•Mr. Cuilom of Illinois, presented the 


report of the committee on foreign re- 
lation-' on the bill to earn,- into effect 
HIP Cuban reciprocity treaty. The bill 
went, to the calendar. 


Mr. llnle of Maine, then moved to re- 


consider the vote by which the Newlnnds 
resolution for the annexation of Cuba 
was ret'erred to the committee on rela- 
tions with Cuba. He made the motion 
on the basis of a speech in opposition 
to lliu policy he supported by the resolu- 
tion, saying that this country had al- 
ready di-x-Iared its policy with reference 
to Cuba by enacting the Teller resolu- 
tion into law.

STORM SWEEPSGERMANY 


High Winds Accompanied by

on a limited scale. Trolley wires were 
cut in half a dozen places on HtJsted 
street and the cars on that lin<; were de- 
layed over an hour while repairs were 
being made under police protection. 
An 


effort was made also to blockade Archer 
avenue where it was apparently believed 
-cars would be rim today, as a poasiblo^- 
result of the State street 'line. Quanti- 
ties of rock were found to have been 
hauled iu wagons and dumped on the 
tracks. 


FEWER POLICEMEN OX GUARD. 
Tn policing the four branches opened 


last week, as well as the Slate street 
line, patrolmen were stationed only at 
street intersections, except where trou- 
ble was thought most likely to occur. 


Fewer policemen were detailed to riile 


on the cars today than during 'last week.

Reyes' main purpose is to advance the 
suggestion that the capital of Colombia 
be transferred to the city of Panama.

SAY MATTER SHOULD BE 


SETTLED THIS SESSION 


If .Resolution for Adjournment'is Sent, 


It Will be Ignored on Ground 


That MO Quorum is 


Present. 


WASHINGTON, Nov.. 23.—The senate 


has agreed to vote on the Cuban bill on 
December 1G. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—While no 


proposition has been transmitted to the 
house oJ representatives from the sen- 
ate looking to an early adjournment o£ 
the extra session of congress, this mat- 
ter was the subject of several conferen- 
ces today between leaders of the house 
and Snntor Cannon. There was but one 
sentiment expressed and that was that 
adjournment: "ought not to be taken un- 
til the Cuban, measure was finally dis- 
posed of, or extra sesion lapsed into 
the regular session. With this view of 
the case, the tentative program of the 
house will be to adjourn for three days 
at a time. It is well known that there 
is not a quorum' of the house at pres- 
ent in Washington and should the point 
of "No quorum" be raised at any ses- 
sion of the house, adjournment could 
only be made for a single day under the 
rules. 


REFLECTION ON PRESIDENT. 


There is some criticism expressed by 


house leaders regarding the published 
program of the senate to take a vote on 
the Cuban bill December IB and adjourn 
Ihu present session within a few days. 
Such action is declared to be a reflection 
(.n the president who assembled congress 
in extra session and emphasized tile ne- 
cessity of immediate action on the Cu- 
Ijan measure. The house occupied but 
nine days of the session in taking action 
and members of tho house can see no 
reason why the senate which has rati- 
licd the Cuban treaty by a two-thirds 
vote, after thoroughly discussing that 
compact, should nut off the passage of 
the bill making tiiat treaty effective un- 
til the middle of next month. 


WOULD IGNORE RESOLUTION. 
Should the senate 
transmit to the 


house a resolution for adjournment of 
the special session the present disposi- 
tion of that body will be to ignore the 
resolution on the ground that there is 
not a quorum present to consider 
it. 


Lending members of the house Kay the 
whole house was to be held in Washing- 
ton until a vote was taken on the Cu- 
ban bill with the understanding that 
they could go to 
their 
homes. This 


agreement many of them have kept and 
there will be effort made to recall them 
to the canitol until after the extra sos- 


lle eulogized President Palma, and the 
leading nicn of Cuba and declared that 
we were only neighbors and friends of 
Cbusi. 


Mr. Lodge expressed the opinion that 


the; present debate would but emphasize 
the fact that the Newlands' resolution 
did not represent the wishes of the gov- 
ernment of the United States. 


The Cuban debate concluded at 2:30 


and Hale presented the list of commit- 
tees as agreed upon by the Republican 
and Democratic caucuses. 


MORGAN DISCUSSES CANALS.

The president appeal- 
ed to party prejudice and in doing so 
showed strong symptoms of heart fail- 
ure. 


Mr. Morgan criticised the good faith of 


the president in not enforcing the Spoon- 
er law. The president he said had com- 
pleted his campaign against that act by 
having Mr. Hay sign a treaty 
with 


"Somebody from Panama." He said the 
president had known of the uprising on 
the isthmus before it began and had 
stood ready with armed ships to protect 
those engaged in it.

SCAECITY OF HELP 


SAID TO BE REASON 


Sir. Petti John in His Animal Report 


Says Averag-o Daily Attendance 


is 2,OH7, Number of School 


Age Being 5,52*2. 


On account of tbe scarcity of farm 


hands the past year, there has been a 
great falling off of attendance at schools 
in the rural districts, farmers being 
obliged to keep their hoys home and 
work them in the fields. TJiis declara- 
tion is made by John J. Pettijoon, su- 
per m tendeiit 
of the 
Racine county 


schools, in his fii-st annual report to the 
county board of supervisors, submitted 
late yesterday afternoon. 


Tlie report, a lengthy one,- contains 


many interesting facts for the people of 
the county and shows that the 91 
tcndoiit has been on the alert and 
pretty good watch df the educational'in- 
stitutions of this county. It ia5 shown 
that the receipts of money during tbe* 
year, from all sources was $76.415.44. 
and disbursements $53,496.28, leaving a 
balance on hand June 30, 1903, of $22>- 
919.10. 


The whole number of school districts 


in the oonnty are 76 -and total number 
of schools 77. Tlie cash value of school 
sites and houses $133,200. The number 
of school age in the county, 5,522, being 
a decrease from the year previous of 57. 
The average daily attendance has been 
2,037. 


The number of teachers required to 


supply these schools at any one time 
was 99. The report in full:

To the Honorable Board of Supervisors at 


Rauine County: 
Mr. Cbairman ana Gentlemen:—In compli- 


ance with the law, I liave the honor of sub- 
mitting to you for your consideration my 
first annual report of tlie condition of tbe 
schools of Kacine county. Permit me to say 
that, upon entering the duties of this, office 
I believe I realized that tlie progress and suc-

You will note from these .figures that tho old 
Idea of hiring a cheap teacher for spring 
term has been abandoned. 
I wish to cull your gpceinl ntteutlun to the 


attendance as #tven in the above figures. 
There were 148 children, "between seven and 
fourteen, in this superintendent district that 
did not attend public or private school 12 
weeks or more during last vear. This in a 
great improvement over former years, but 
there aro too many In this class yet and un- 
der the new Inw, which requires piipolB of 
this ago to attend five months, I feel that tho 
number of truants will be greater. 
Note also 


from i lie above that the average daily attend- 
ance was only 2,OUT. With our t»,5'j'.i children 
of school ago we should have a greater daily 
attendance- than thte. School registers show 
that the attendance in rural districts WHS 
very irregular. Such irregularity kills the 
ecliool Interest and when tho interest Is gone 
the progress f« gone. Surety in these times 
oE rapid advancement we cnn.'t afford to neg- 
lect the education of these country boys and 
girls who are to battle with tho perplexing 
problems of this age of industrial, social and 
intellectual revolution. 


Tho poor attendance was duo perhaps to 


many causes. In a few ruses* It was caused 
by poor teaching, more oTteu the unattrac- 
tivcnuss of school grounds and school houses, 
tho 
lack of 
ndeuuate 
equipment 
helped: 


again, 
the poorly 
ventilated 
and 
heated 


school houses caused the children to take 
severe colds and a slekuess often resulted, 
which kopt them out of school, but most of 
all, 
the scarcity oC Curm laborers has com- 


pelled farmers to keep their boys at work in 
the ftolrj. Yet,'I feel that, !f we can aroufio 
a keener educational' interest 
among 
the 
school patrons atid lead th«m to sfje find fee! 
tli necessity oC making our country brefi 
boys 
aud girls intelligent, loyal, 
patriotic 
citizens, 
all the above- difficulties will 
be 


overcome and the attendance will be good. 
It is to this arousing of a public educational 
sentiment that asks tor your extended co- 
operation, I feel sure thflfc I shall receive 
it in the future ua I havetJn the paat. 


Aa a whole tbe school Houses In RAaoIne 


county are in fair conditlqn; A few ot them 
lira modern buildings and are well equipped 
for school work, but, on the other baud 
there arc still a few oC the old fashioned box- 
cat- type. I nm sorry to state that but a very 
few buildings huve good boating aud venti- 
lating systems. However, I am pleased to 
note that several ecboel boards are consider- 
ing 'this mutter and eomc dto, 'quaking, im-

These 


should be Inspected often by sqho'bl hoards 
as well as by teachers. 
A. few,,districts do 


] not .have woodsheds; 
some 
snliool houses 


1 need new floors, wiridoiyi}, door locks, need 
to be replastored. Without 
tkeas* repairs 


they present a shed-like appearance. Too 
many of our districts have such small play 
grounds that the children are compelled to 
find their amusement in the public highways; 
May we not hope for the time when our 
school houses are placed in the center of 
good full, acre play srounds, that is aur-* 
rounded by a row of beautiful shade trees 
and a neat fence? Too many school houses 
are furnished with seats and desks far too 
Jarge for the pupils, and the seats are also 
placed too far apart. The rcaulta ot auch 
conditions are that pupils', bodies and limbs 
are deformed, careless and sloven haolts are 
formed, and there is a general restlessness 
during pchodl hours. All of the' above con- 
ditions are unnecessary, for it is cheaper, aa 
well as better, to have things risht. 


Bvfery sciidl should have a "Webster's Inter- 
national Distionary or its equivalent, a shelf 
diationary holder witb canvas cover, plenty 
of slate blackboard with, a rood sujiplv of 
erasers, good seats flitted to the pupfla, win- 
dow shades, a globe, a. full set of maps in 
duetcless roller cases, a late map of Racine 
county, a few good pictures, a set of sup- 
plementary fea'ders, geographical 'reader's, a 
flag and flag staff, .a bell, a clock, a ther- 
mometer; wate'r pail, drinking cups, a wash 
stand, w.aeh basin, towels and soap. With- 
out these 
equipments 
teachers 
cannot do 
tlieir best work. Very few of our schools 
have all of these, but many have most of 
them and I am happr to report to you that 
school boards and teachers are beginning to 
realize 
the necessity of these things 
a'u'3 
there is a £cn«ri£l moTcmeut to secure tfieiri 
for the schools, and I hav no doubt that by 
my next report . lean, point to many- schools 
all well supplied with tne above apparatus. 
Of course some districts will move slowly, 
yet the change Is sure' to c'time. 


Perhaps one of the greatest drawbacks to 


our. rural schools Is the use of poor text 
hooks. The non-uniformity of books is also 
a great expense as well as hindrance to the 
school p-rogress. There are very few dis- 
tricts that are npt still Using some old, out- 
of-date books. In some districts, however, 
the school patrons have begun to realize that 
the educational world, is advancing just as 
fast as the industrial and that text books 
used -JO years ago are' Just as much out-of- 
date and unfit for use as the old scythe and 
nail. But in some localities there still needs 
to be a sentiment aroused teforo any changes 
can be made. 


By law it is rtmde the duty of the county 
superintendent to organize and conduct at 
least one teachers' institute durine the year. 
This Institute may be made1 extremely valu- 
able to the teachers and through them val- 
uable to the schools. Prom Jttiy 6 to 17 Ra- 
cine countv. institute WHS held at Burlington 
in the High school building. I believe that 
It was an institute that will prove Itself val- 
uable to the schools. The attendance was 
good, the Instructors, Mrs. Rittenburjr 
of 


Whitewater and Mr. Bunsa'of Columbus, are 
enthusiastic, energetic, earnest and capable 
men, 
and I am sure that the teachers Who 


spent two weeks in this institute are better 
Qtted for their work. The loll owing- Is State 
Supt. Cnry's letter regarding this institute: 


Madison, Wis., July 15, 1903- 


Supt. John J. PettijoUn, Waterford. Wis. 
Dear Sir:—I have In my hands the report of 
Assistant State Superintendent C. A. Don- 
nelly who spent July 10th visiting the insti- 
tute in your county. Me makes a satisfac- 
tory report ot your institute. He states that 
the attendance was satisfactory, tha the in- 
slrute was wel organized, and I assure you 
that I am pleased that your first institute 
should he so successful)? organized as it was. 
The work of the conductor was satlafactbry. 
The students, were earnest, interested, and, 
aa' a usxtnl thing, were quite well prepared.

These institutes are maintained by two 


fund**, one. is an appropriation made by the 
state legislature, the other is the examina- 
tion fee charged applicants for certificates. 
Since Jan. 5, '03, there have been 84 appli- 
cants, and aa nearly as I can ascertain there 
were 42 In the examination held last Decem- 
ber 12-13. I have received no money for 
this fund excepting from the applicants since 
Jan. o, '03, which is in 
all ?95. Of this 


amount I have spent for institute purposes 
?06.3G, leaving a balance on hand of $28.64. 
Today I filed with the county clerk a state- 
ment containing the names of all persons 
examined by me, of all persons granted cer- 
tificates upon transfer of papers, tbe amount 
received, amount paid out, and amount now 
on band. There Is also a book on flle in my 
office which contains the names of all per- 
sona examined, amount of money received 
for the same, amount paid out, the names of 
the persona to whom tbe money was paWr 
and the character of service rendered or ma- 
terial furnished for such payment. 


In addition to the summer institute there 
have been held six one-day and ono two-day 
Institutes. Two ot these have boen joint 
meetings of Racine aud eKuosha counties. 
All of these gatherings were full of Inspira- 
tion. Practical school tonics were discussed 
by the teachers 
and superintendents. The 
direct benefits of these meetings can be no- 
ticed in every rural school in both counties. 


One of the important duties of the school 


superintendent Is tbe conducting of teach- 
ers' exam 1 nations, Every 
examiner should 


keep the standard of attainment for certifi- 
cates high, so that only the best teachers 
wiil be in our schools, but because of tbe 
scarcity of teachers it is Impossible to have 
a high standard, If nil the schools are to he 
supplied with teachers. Since the last report 
to you there have been about 126 applicants 
for certificates. Of this number 104 have 
boen granted certificates. 


The examination questions have been fram- 


ed BO oa to ascertain not only the teacher's 
knowledge of subjects, but also his ability 
to teach. The Questions involved principles 
rather than mere facts, they broughl out the 
teacher's power of reasoning and fife judg- 
ment. It IB my earnest desire to keep these 
questions As uniform ES possible and such 
that no competent teacher will be excluded 
and no incompetent one admitted. 


It you will note the statistics of the state, 


you will find that ot late years there has 
been gradual decrease in the number of ap- 
plicants 
for certificates. This shortage 
of 


teachers may be due to various causes, but it 
seems to me that tho low wages are tho prin- 
cipal cause of this scarcitv. True there has 
boen a noticeable^ increase in teachers' wages 
last year and this, yet the increase is not 
enough 
to hold our best 
teachers. Those 


who stay in the profession seek work in oth- 
er 
states 
or In the cities, an dour rural 


schools serve as training schools. The aver- 
age wages paid to the female teachers of 
Racine county last year (excluding the city 
ot Burlington) were 931.34. The average term 
v,-as a little over 8 months. Hinging a salary 
of about $260 per year. Dut of this amount 
tno teacher must nay her hoard, she is ex- 
pected to dress • well, keep posted upon c\ir- 
ront events, rend magazines and educational 
papers, buy books tor study and referent 
work, contribute to churches a,nd benevolent 
societies, attend tBauh.org' Institutes, and she 
ought 
to do some 
work In 
tho 
summer 


schools, with such low wages and so much 
expected, you cannot blame young men and 
women fo rrefuBing to enter this field, nor 
can you expect those who arc in the field to 
remain long. Jjet me state now that with 
continued prosperity und unchanged condi- 
tion softheruj-altcacher some of our small- 


er schools will have to close for the want ot 
a teacher. 


Chapter 329, laws of 1903. amending chap- 
ter 13H, laws of 1901j has given the common 
School diploma a financial value as well a 
mark 
>.:C scholarship. If anou-reeldedt pupil 


ctteurltng a free high, school has his tuition 
paid by his resident town, he must hold a 
common school diploma 
countersigned 
by 


the county superintendent of schools^ Uu- 
der this law the superintendent bas the sole 
power to determine the qualifications tot ad- 
mission to high school of tbe aoh-resldont 
pupils; To pass aucb a Judgment and give 
the greatest fairness to the pupils It will be 
necessary for him to conduct the diploma 
examination personalty. Because be deter- 
mines the aUftliflcations, be issues tbe diplo- 
ma, he is 
somewhat responsible to high 


school principals, he; also, has no direct In- 
terest in the child and therefore will be ab- 
solutely fair, be Is well enough acquainted 
with tfie pupil to preci'ni nervousness; and, 
moreover, by conducting these examination! 
personally he can submit oral Questions as 
we'll as written ones. TBId gives 
bini 
a 


chance to give a variety of questions and 
thereby, not 
Otily dra* out 
tho pupil's 


knowledge of, a subject, but also bis ability 
to think and to reason, he can see just wnat 
the pupil has aanfi and is able to do. All of 
these things should help to determine hi* 
promotion; The 
old plan of sending 
out 
elglit or tfon written Questions to determine 
whether or not a ptipil was ready to gradu- 
ate, is very unfair. This plan bas almost 
entirely disappeared in the cities and is rap- 
idly leaving the country, .districts; For the 
superintendent to conduct these examinations 
personally .it will be necessary to centralize 
them by tp'wns. Many counties have cen- 
traUeefl miicS m'o'ffl than tKls. but owing: to 
the conditions of the roads and location of 
the school houses jt seems unwiee to carry 
this plan any further in Racine county. 
I.have also made another change. Pupils 
will be permitted to write on a part of the 
required subject one year .and finish the rest 
on the following year. This enables them 
to carry fewer subjects ahd to do the work 
more thoroughly. Heretofore It has been fad 
uncommon tbiiiE for a pupil to carry nine 
or ten subjects at a time; Such work was 
sitaply. a process of Cramming for examina- 
tion, it certainly was very, little training. 
Bttfe notf tie can carry ohe-balf as rnany aiib- 
jectB aud do thorough wpfk. He will have 
time to use the valuable supplementary ma- 
terial found in tbe school library and thus 
advance.step by step.as dq bis city cousins. 
Last February at the first teachers' meet- 


ing held under my supervision .the subject, 
"The care and use of the school library" was 
discussed, and in every meeting since, save 
one, some phase of thifl topic has been ebri- 
sidered. These discussions have been a great 
help i ligettiiig our good libraries into Usable 
condition. Several schools 
have 
discarded 
the old gloomy boxes and have purchased 
htJat, roomy, glass-door 
bookcaiaes. Teach- 
ers and pupils have taken more pride in tak- 
ing care of and using the bboko. However, 
there are still some schools In which th'd 
"bookcases are too small arid a few in which 
gloomy box-like cases are used, but the im- 
provement is so rapid 1 arn sure the librar- 
ies will soon all be 
nil cared for. 
Perhaps the most exhaustive and most ben- 


efleial duty of thfe county superintendent ia 
the school visitation. Every school should 
be visited at least twice a year and some 
Bhoiaia be visited oltener. Visits shduld be 
made a searly in the year as possible so that 
the recominendatiohss of the superintendent 
inad do some good. A fifteeh minutes' call 
at the end of the year is of Very little value 
tb the school. Since Jan, 5, '03, I have made 
188 visits. All of the schools, save five, have 
heen visited twice, several three times. 


fn my visits I have noted carefxillv the 
physical conditions of the school property 
and the work done by the teacher. I have 
kept a record of my observations in a visita- 
tion book, also a record of the recommenda- 
tions made to school boards and the sugges- 
tions given to the teachers^ then upon my 
second visit I could see whether the sugges- 
tions and recommendations had received any 
attention, I am happy to report that teach- 
ers ahd school boarda* in most cases, have 
been prompt and willing to follow my sug- 
Cestltins. 


It would he unfair for me to close this re- 


port without calling your attention to our 
new class of schools—the state graded schools 
—There are now six oC these schools ih Ra- 
cine county, three ot tbe first class and three 
of the second. Corliss and District No. 21, 
of Mt. Pleasant, are strong three department 
schools. 
Waterfbfd 
now has four 
depart- 


ments. Rochester, Franksville and District 
No. 6, of Caledonia, each have two depart- 
ments. District No. IS, o£ Mt. Pleasant, has 
an excellent building ready, but will not 
make the change to a two-department school 
for another year or two. 


Tbe law establishing the class of schools 
was made to induce districts to consolidate 
and make 
good strong schools. I 
believe 


there are a few places in Racine county 
where it would be feasible for two or more 
districts to accept the advantages offered by 
this law. We need Jess of these poor neg- 
lected one department schools. These schools 
can 
be 
disposed 
of by consolidation 
and 


transportation.

sidered him- guilty of the murder became 
of the fact that he had gone out with 
Hay that night and remained over »n 
hour. When he returned ho was ghast- 
ly pale and cautioned his wile not to 
tell any one he had left the house. A 
strong chain of circumstantial evidence 
was woven around Mortnnseii at the 
trial and he was pronounced guilty, on 
the first ballot. 


MURDER BBVBALED TO-HQf.

Hay's father-in-law, who stated that he 
knew on the night before the body was 
discovered that Hay had been murder- 
ed by Mortonsen, because "God had re- 
veakd it to him."

The use of a. third rail as a slaughter 


agent is naturally objected to but the 
electrical operating companies pay 
no 


attention to the patent fact that this ad- 
junct to operation of traction compan- 
ies, is a dea.th trap to whoever comes 
in contact, purposely or 
accidentally. 


This third rail is precisely as dangerous 
as all the live wires which the law per- 
mits or authorizes by enforcing no pen- 
alties where death results through such 
cause, and, -that both remain in no wise 
inter/erred with by the police authori- 
ties, is one more proof of the assertion 
the American people are the worst gov- 
erned people in the world in some par- 
ticulars. 
There is scarcely a clay but 


that 
fatal 
accidents 
are 
reported 


through these causes, that never would 
have happened had the law compelled 
safety guards. 


It is not alone the exposed live wires, 


and the deadly third rail elevated above 
ground, but the third rail oil the ground 
in locations any i>erson is liable to step 
upon and go to their death. It is very 
well, to say people do not have to come 
in contact with this detulliness, neither 
do they, but often it is, people don't 
know of their existence to say nothing 
of accidents, and people don'fc have to 
take poison either, but it often happens 
that through no purposely design, num- 
bers of persons are killed at 
a sitting 


^through aecidcntly taking some deadly 
poisonous stuff. This latter may not be 
possibly prevented, but 
certainly 
the 


law can if it so wills effectually safe- 
guard every electric wire carrying the 
terrible current, and compel the safe- 
guarding also of every third rail: 


The third rail should not be permitted 


at grade in any event. It can be placed 
beneath the surface, or above the sur- 
face, the latter ijrefcrablc. 
It 
can be 


placed in such manner below surface of 
ground in a trough for instance, that 
the public can not be exposed. Trolleys 
arc now running with these third rails 
along 
the 
highways and though 
at 


grade crossings not connected for the 
distance of the highway, still resume 
their -way, arid even feliougb the track 
is fenced off from the public, yet 
in 


country districts especially it is not pos- 
sible to prevent people from crossing the 
tracks. As one comment says: 


".But over a track thirty, forty, or 


fifty miles in length grown men and 
women, as well as small boys and stock, 
will cross occasionally at other than the 
regular crossings, whatever the warn- 
ings of. the fence. 
In the country, the 


nearest crossing may often be two miles 
or more away, and grown people will 
siniply refuse to go so far. 
They will 


instead walk over the third rail nnrl 
take chances on being stunned or killed. 
'Even M-ere this not so, the fact that 
small boys 
will 
forever 
delight, 
in 


"stumping" each other to cross the third 
rail surely affords a, sufficient reason for 
taking measures to prevent people from 
electrocuting 
themselves by 
merely 


touching the third rail at the same time 
they touch one of the other vails." 


Immensely greater problems than this 


matter of live electric w.res and third 
rail dangers have been surmounted, and 
it is surmised perhaps the problem is ex- 
ceedingly simple of solution provided the 
authorities of. every 
community 
took 


measures to compel the corporations ex- 
hibiting such disregard for the safety of. 
the individual to insure protection. The 
indifference of authority is the license 
to kill and maim.

An inspector of child labor in Illinois 


arises to protest against the 
enforce- 


ment of a child labor law which holds 
good during vacations. 
The law she 


thinks should be suspended during vaca- 
tion time that the children be kept out 
of mischief, and that really more harm 
is done in strict enforcement than its 
temporary let up during the summer. 
This former inspector says: 


''During nearly four years when I was 


inspector of child labor I heard con- 
stant complaint from parents and other 
persons of intelligence and experience 
with regard to the enforced idleness of 
children during the viu-ittion months. To 
ignore' the voice of the people through- 
out the state oil this question is to dis- 
credit their intelligence'. 
'Many 
boys 


that I hnve known have, duriug the va- 
cation months, joined street gangs and 
drifted into idleness and viee who might 
have been saved had they liccu allowed 
to work. I believe that enforced idle- 
ness during .vacation is responsible for 
much of the vice and crime of young 
boys.' ' ' 


There is reason in all things even in 


these child labor laws though there arc 
some who do not think it. 
Deadening 


factory labor is one thjng where children 
arc forced to. work ten hours and over a 
day, as in the southern mills, and the 
lighter forms of bibur quite another. 
Again tha law in some states relieves 
certain corporations froni the applica- 
tion, notably telegraph companies, and 
why this favoritism so manifested, is 
not explainable only nppn the general 
assumption that every rule has its. ex- 
ceptions. 
The laiv conM easily indicate 


the nature of thp 
employment 
that 


could be exempted during- the vacation 
seasons, and this would be fair to ail 
interests.

BERLIN, Nov. 23.—Emperor William 


has directed the German authorities of- 
ficially to1 recognize the Republic of 
Panama. An announcement of the rec- 
ognition of' the new state is expected 
daily. 


COLON, Nov. 23.—A decree was issued 


at Cartagena November 16 setting forth 
that no steamers shall be allowed to 
clear from Cartagena for Colon, or en- 
ter Cartagena coming from Colon. 
All 


the foreign consuls and steamship agents 
at Cartagena have protested without ef- 
fect against the decree. 


GEN, REYES' CLEVER SCHEME. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—The navy 


department has received a 
cablegram 


from Rear Admiral Glass, eommand'er-in- 
chicf of the Pacific squadron, from Pan- 
ama under date of the 21st, stating that 
the conference of General Reyes and the 
authorities o£ Panama was without re- 
sult and that Geenral Reyes had sailed 
for the United States. 


It is believed here that aside from a 


proposition for Panama to assume part 
of 
the 
Colombian foreign debt Gen. 


Kayes' main purpose is to advance the 
suggestion that the capital of Colombia 
be transferred to the city of Panama. 
This is equivalent to the annexation of 
Colombia by Panama. The opinion in
